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HAS CEO Ramsbottom retires

On the heels of the decision 
to leave the Didsbury Hospital 
as is, HA5 CEO Jim Ramsbottom 
has announced his early retire¬ 
ment. 

In a press release from HA5, 
the chair of the board Terry 
Peterson says that this an¬ 
nouncement was accepted with 
regret. 

"It is with regret that our 
Board has this week accepted 
the resignation of our CEO, Mr. 
Jim Ramsbottom. Jim's 38 years 
in health care has provided us 
with a wealth of knowledge as 
we moved into regionalization 
and this resource will be missed. 
However, after so many suc¬ 
cessful years, Jim deserves his 
retirement even if several years 
late in coming," said Peterson. 

"Our Board has enjoyed a 
strong working relationship 


with Jim as did the former 
Drumheller Board and both 
Boards thank him for his com¬ 
mitment to sound health care 
delivery." 

Ramsbottom's retirement is 
effective March 31, 2000. The 
board has already selected his 
predecessor. 

He continues, "At the same 
time, I am also pleased to an¬ 
nounce the appointment of Mr. 
A1 Martin to the position of 
CEO for Health Authority 5 
beginning April 1, 2000. Mr. 
Martin is no stranger to health 
care as he has been CEO of the 
David Thompson Health Re¬ 
gion, the interim CEO of Cal¬ 
gary Regional Health Author¬ 
ity and involved in many pro¬ 
vincial health committees. A1 is 
originally from Saskatchewan 
and has a solid financial back¬ 
ground having worked with the 


Bank of Montreal for twelve 
years." 

In the same press release, 
Ramsbottom mentioned that he 
feels confident that HA5 will 
operate well. 

"With A1 Martin in the wings, 
I feel confident things will go 
smoothly," said Ramsbottom. 

"I have been contemplating 
retirement for the past two years 
but stayed to help the Board 
meet its challenges. I've worked 
with some great staff and while 
I'll miss them, I can really say 
I'm looking forward to some 
relaxing time at the cottage this 
summer." 

Ramsbottom was one of the 
key players in the proposed idea 
of removing all emergency and 
acute care services at the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital and making the 
facility a long-term care unit 
only.

Klein also says that he feels it is unfortunate that the press 
release issued after HA5 changes their minds didn't mention 
Marz at all.

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County wants Town 
to return to the table

Mountain View County wants the Town of Didsbury to 
return to the table to talk about the formation of a Region¬ 
alized Fire Authority. 

Assistant Commissioner for the county, Tony Martens, 
was in attendance at last week's town council meeting to 
convince council to start sending a representative to the 
meetings again. 

"My main purpose in coming here is to get the Town of 
Didsbury to the table," Martens said. 

Martens says that the county wants the Town's input 
into the matter and wants council to be well-informed on the 
facts of regionalization. 

The Town opted to stop sending a representative to the 
meetings last month, as Didsbury already has a fire author¬ 
ity that is working well. 

Martens also informed council that it is not just fire 
services that the regionalization would cover, but also 
ambulance and disaster services. 

Town CAO Evan Parliament wondered if everyone in¬ 
volved understands that it's not just fire protection that 
regionalization would pertain to. 

Parliament says that he supports the idea of regionalized 
protective services. 

Martens says that the original plan has gone through a 
number of changes since its inception. 

"A lot of this stuff has evolved, but it did start strictly as 
fire," he said. 

Martens assured council that the present agreement that 
the Town of Didsbury has with the county will not change 
in the event of regionalization. 

Town council endorsed sending a representative to the 
meetings again.

Tax penalties lowered

Mountain View County has become a little more forgiving 
when it comes to late tax payers. 

At last Wednesday s regular council meeting, the group decided 
to change the current by-law (By-law 24/96) on tax payment due 
dates and penalties. 

Originally, taxes that are not paid by the Sept. 15 due date 
receive a penalty of 12% on top of the annual tax amount. 

Council felt this was a little harsh, and after talking to six 
surrounding rural municipalities, they decided to change the 
percentage a little bit. 

Now, any taxes that aren't paid by the mid-September date, will 
receive a 2% penalty. If they aren't paid by Nov. 1, an additional 
10% will be added on top of the 2%. 

"The 2% should provide sufficient incentive for most taxpayers 
to pay the current tax levy by Sept. 15, while not imposing a large 
penalty for those that miss the date but can pay prior to Nov. 1," 
said the agenda. 

Council heard that about 5% of all county residents had not 
paid their taxes by Sept. 15 in 1999. 

Reeve Ian Harvie says that this new by-law will be an asset for 
the agricultural sector of the county, who rely on fall payments 
for their crops. 

"It will allow them a window of opportunity," said Harvie.

Town of Carstairs looking for fire authority talks 

... and other county council notes

Fire talk 

The Town of Carstairs is look¬ 
ing for a fire authority. 

At last Wednesday's regular 
meeting of the Mountain View 
County council, correspondence 
was received from Carstairs, 
requesting discussion of the for¬ 
mation of a fire authority for 
that town. 

The Town of Carstairs has 
indicated that they are wishing 
to terminate their existing con¬ 
tract with the Rural Board and 
that they want to form a fire 
authority instead. 

This proposed authority 
would be somewhat modelled 
after the agreement that the 
county has with the Town of 
Didsbury. 

Council felt that this was a 
good idea, as they are currently 
in discussion with the Village of 
Cremona on the same issue. 

Tony Martens, Assistant 
County Commissioner, says that 
Rural Board probably won't sup¬ 
port this proposal as "they feel 
things are going well as is." 

Council did move that they 
would enter into discussions 
with the Town of Carstairs. 


Bursary problems 


The county is having some 
troubles indentifying eligibility 
criteria for a bursary they offer 
to rural students. 

The county sponsors a bur¬ 
sary to Olds College for a rural 
student who is studying a mini¬ 
mum two-year program in the 
field of agriculture. 

Council is having a hard time 
deciding whether they should 
select the recipient of the award, 
or whether the college should 
do it for them. 

A motion was made to allow 
the college to select the student, 
which wasn't well accepted by 
some councillors. 

"I think it's Mountain View's 
prerogative to select the recipi¬ 
ent," said Councillor Dave 
Derksen. "I don't support this 
recommendation at all." 

Other councillors felt that 
the college knew the students 
better and would be more ena¬ 
bled to select a recipient. 

"I think that Olds College has 
a better chance at assessing what 
is needy' than we do," said Coun¬ 
cillor Diane Davies. 

Other changes to the eligibil¬ 
ity criteria that the council has 
been asked to improve include: 
that the award be a bursary 
rather than an entrance award; 
that the award go to a first or 
second year student; and that 


the bursary can be shared be¬ 
tween a maximum of two stu¬ 
dent. 

This year, the $1,000 award 
is being split between two rural 
students. 

Council opted to table the 
motion until the next meeting, 
so that they could further dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 


Rural road study 

The county will be applying 
for a $40,000 grant to conduct a 
rural road study. 

The grant, from Alberta Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs, will cover the 
cost of a study of rural munici¬ 
palities' local road and bridges, 
excluding primary and second¬ 
ary highways. 

The county is also recom¬ 
mending that they contract 
Agra Torchinsky Ltd. to con¬ 
duct the study for them. 

Councillor Derksen was feel¬ 
ing some concern that if the 
study is contracted out, the 
county might lose their say in 
the matter. 

"I'd like to see a survey, but I 
hope we don't give away any¬ 
thing," Derksen said. 

The county passed a motion 
to continue on with the grant 
application. 


Parks policy changes 

Council made some changes 
to the policies of the three parks 
within the county at their last 
meeting. 

The three parks include Wa¬ 
ter Valley Park, William Bagnall 
Park and Westward Ho Park. 

The new policy changes are: 

1. Monthly, seasonal and an¬ 
nual rentals are not for a spe¬ 
cific site. If a camper moves his/ 
her camping unit from the park 
during the month and returns 
at a later date, the camper will 
not get the same site if it is 
occupied but is guaranteed a 
site at the park. The camper 
may move back to the original 
site if and when it becomes va¬ 
cant at a later date. 

2. Reservations will not be 
taken at any of the County 
parks. Payment is required to 
rent a site and something must 
be put at the site by the camper 
to indicate that it is occupied. 

The Water Valley Park and 
William Bagnall Park policy 
also changes so that now semi¬ 
permanent additions to trailers 
are not allowed. 

Councillor Davies was con¬ 
cerned about the word "guaran¬ 
teed" in the first policy change. 

"We'll see what kind of prob¬ 
lems that causes," she said. 


All three recommendations 
were carried by council.

Mountain View County will 
be endorsing $250 to the 
upcoming Mountain View 4-H 
District Horse Show, which will 
be held on May 13 at the Cow 
Palace in Olds.

Councillor Gerald Ingeveld 
wondered about the reasons to 
implement a green light and 
what rights the green light will 
give. He requested to hear what 
the fire departments have to 
say. 

Councillor Derksen moved to 
deny the request of the Cre¬ 
mona Fire Department, which 
was carried unanimously.

They were upfront about 
their feelings on the subject, but Ramsbottom and a hand¬ 
ful of the HA5 board members were not. 

Now, Ramsbottom has announced that he will be retir¬ 
ing at the end of the month, and he's still not being upfront. 

In a report in the Calgary Herald on Monday, Ramsbottom 
said that his early retirement has nothing to do with the 
outcome of the hospital issue. 

Yeah, right. 

I bet that if the authority's plans were currently going 
ahead and had not been stalled, Ramsbottom would be 
staying on and the idea of an early retirement would be 
completely out of the question. 

Why wouldn't he want to see his brilliantly conceived 
idea come to full term? If it worked out well, wouldn't he 
want to mike major overhauls to a couple other hospitals 
in the region before backing off? 

I'm not quite sure who was behind this "early retire¬ 
ment," but if the HA5 board had anything to do with it, 
congratulations. Didsbury fully approves of the decision. 

Personally, I think Ramsbottom's retirement is an easy 
out for him. His foolish plans are going nowhere and he is 
completely untrusted by the public, so why stick around? 

So now, he's saying that he needs to spend some time at 
his cottage and enjoy his retirement.

By-law 99-17 

As the new traffic by-law has some 
changes, one of them is that 20th street is 
now OFF the truck route. This means that 
trucks are no longer allowed to use this 
street to drive through town or to park 
anywhere along the street. They must use 
19th street to either park or a means of 
travel. The fine for driving a truck in con¬ 
travention of this by-law is $50.00 
By-law 94-13 

Business Licenses are now due for the 
year 2000. A business in the home is also in 
need of a Home Occupancy Business Li¬ 
cense. Applicants operating without a valid 
business license are liable on summary 
conviction to a fine of not more than $500.00 plus costs.

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Students left behind in 
Budget 2000, says SBA 


A press release from 
Alberta School Boards 
Association 

With a $3 billion surplus, 
Lois Byers, President of the 
Alberta School Boards Asso¬ 
ciation, had high hopes for 
Budget 2000. 

Those hopes were dashed 
today as the additional fund¬ 
ing announced for education 
falls short of what is needed, 
says Byers. 

"I am so disheartened," says 
Byers. 

"We provided the govern¬ 
ment with a clear road map in 
terms of what would make the 
biggest difference for kids. This 
budget completely ignores 
that." 

Byers and the presidents of 
the associations representing 
teachers, superintendents and 
school business officials, in 
early January, agreed to pri¬ 
ority initiatives where extra 
dollars would make the big¬ 
gest difference for especially 
in Kindergarten to Grade 3, 
and to launch other early in¬ 
tervention initiatives, such as 
full day Kindergarten, for chil- 
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dren who would benefit most. 
"The extra one percent an¬ 
nounced today will not allow 
us to achieve those goals," says 
Byers. 

She also expressed frustra¬ 
tion with the lack of funding 
to repair school buildings. 

"A government task force 


flagged the need for $770 mil¬ 
lion in school repairs two 
years ago - if the province 
doesn't invest a substantial 
amount of money into school 
buildings soon, I shudder to 
think about the condition 
schools across this province 
will soon be in."

Offenders Act in Canada 


Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionar¬ 
ies in Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, Nigeria for 
the Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is 
teaching Math and English, while Janet runs the library for the 
whole school. Both have been in the country periodically doing 
the mission work since the late 70s. The couple met while 
working in Nigeria and married in December 1995. Their latest 
excursion set out on May 15 last year and they will return to 
Didsbury in May of 2000 for a three month furlough. They will 
then return to Nigeria and will remain there until 2006. The 
Snyders send weekly letters to their family telling about their 
day to day experiences, and we at the Review believe it will be 
of interest to our readers. 


Dear Editor, 

He says it does; she says it 
doesn't. 

Manitoba Justice Minister 
Gord Mackintosh says the pro¬ 
posed new Youth Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Act will result in a mass 
exodus from juvenile deten¬ 
tion centres on the very day it 
becomes law. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Anne McLellan says no — what 
it means is that teens will 
serve two-thirds of their re¬ 
maining sentence in jail and 
the other third in the commu¬ 
nity. 

He says McLellan expressed 
concerns about the new bill 
when he met with her yester¬ 
day in Ottawa, in a trip that 
may turn out to be more blus¬ 
ter than action. Her handlers 
say not so — she didn't quite 
say that at all. 

Somewhere in between 
these two versions lies a small 
bit of truth. 

Regardless, it is not in con¬ 
tention that Bill C-3 will re¬ 
duce the jail time young of¬ 
fenders serve from three years 
to two. 

Yes, you heard us right. 
The "tough" new act as it is 
now written will result in 
shorter jail terms, not longer, 
for young criminals. 

The maximum sentence re¬ 
mains at three years, but — 
and the but is a huge one — 
only two-thirds of that time is 
spent in jail, the other one 
third in the community. This 
will become true for all sen¬ 
tences. 

In other words, the old 
Young Offenders Act allowed 
for a grand total of three years 
in jail, max, for serious and 
violent crimes. The new act 
allows for two years in jail, a 
reduction to all intents and 
purposes of one year. 

All of this at a time when 
the public in general and the 


Manitoba Justice Department 
in particular want swift ac¬ 
tion in cases where young peo¬ 
ple commit violent crimes. 

Across Canada, public sen¬ 
timent has for some time de¬ 
manded a tougher Young Of¬ 
fenders Act, not a weaker one; 
the public has consistently de¬ 
manded longer maximum sen¬ 
tences for violent youth crime. 
Not shorter ones. 

It is no wonder Gordon 
Mackintosh, Manitoba's Min¬ 
ister of Justice is against C-3, 
the new Youth Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Act. 

"It's softer than the existing 
act, it's convoluted and com¬ 
plex," he said. "It will lead to 
more and more bureaucratic 
red tape causing more court 
delays." 

Not surprisingly, Mackin¬ 
tosh criticized the early re¬ 
lease aspect of the new act. 


"It's a rat's nest," he said 
succinctly. 

True. And some of those 
rats reside in Ottawa. 

Right now Bill C-3, the new 
Youth Criminal Justice Act, 
has received second reading 
and has gone to the standing 
committee. 

Unless the public demands 
changes to the bill, it will soon 
go to the House of Commons 
for approval and then to the 
Senate. 

It cannot be allowed to go 
further in its present form. 
Canadians have already spo¬ 
ken; they do not want a new 
law which lowers the present 
prison term for young offend¬ 
ers. 

Bill C-3 must be stopped 
cold.

homes. People were injured and some killed. 

Eventually the military were called in to stop the violence, 
but many were set on revenge. The city was under a 24 hour 
curfew. Things have quieted down but there seems to be an 
undercurrent of continued tension, as if they violence is just 
waiting for an excuse to erupt again. 

It has been difficult emotionally for us because of Janet's 
connection with the Baptist mission. The Baptist Seminary 
there was mostly destroyed. The missionaries and students 
were evacuated to a nearby military base. The seminary 
chapel, library, classrooms and student housing were burned. 
A few of the staff houses and the mission houses at the back 
of the compound, behind a hedge, were spared. The most 
recent word we've had was that three students and at least 
two staff members or members of their families were killed. 
We are assuming that most of the students basically lost 
everything they owned except for the little they could grab as 
they left. We do know that there are about 5000 refugees 
staying at the military base. Getting enough food for them is 
a problem. 

We have seen similar situations several times over the past 
years. Because Christians have suffered in the past, before 
anyone stepped in to stop the violence, many have armed 
themselves and are set on revenge. In the past churches have 
been burned and the Christians have not retaliated but this 
time that is not true. Mosques and businesses owned by 
Muslims were burned and destroyed. Though this may be a 
political issue, people are being killed and persecuted for their 
faith, both Muslim and Christian. Pray for wisdom for those 
in leadership in governments and in churches and mosques. 
Pray for peace and healing. Pray that the violence does not 
spread to other areas of the country. Many places in the 
north are tense - a powder keg waiting to go off. 

Jos has been safe and quiet. We are in no danger at this 
time.

Some locals not pleased with land redesignation

A handful of Didsburians 
are unpleased with a new by¬ 
law that the Town of Didsbury 
has in the works concerning 
land redesignation. 

A public hearing was held 
by the Town last Wednesday 
evening and quite a number of 
residents of Rosebud Valley 
Estates were in attendance. 

The proposed by-law, 00- 
02, will change R4 lots (large 


lot land) to a mixture of R1 
(single family dwelling), R2 
(general dwelling) and Cl 
(commercial) lots. 

These changes are at the 
request of the present land 
owners, Alan and Jill Tuggle. 

The Town is endorsing these 
changes for various reasons, 
but especially because it will 
allow the land developers to 
utilize piped water and sewer 
from the Town of Didsbury, 


County has mixed 
feelings about 
twinning project

The issue of the Didsbury Twinning Project was on the table 
at last week’s county council meeting. 

The twinning committee had approached council with a 
request for funding for the project, which will kick off in early 
July 2000. 

The committee is trying to garner local financial support so 
that when representatives from Didsbury, England come to 
Didsbury, Alberta, various activities and celebrations can be 
hosted for them. 

As well, the committee wants to raise funds to help send 
delegates from our area to England in September for their civic 
holiday. 

Councillor Dave Derksen, who sits on the twinning commit¬ 
tee, requested that the county set aside some funding for the 
project. 

"It has some benefits," said Derksen. "But, how do you put 
tangible benefits on a twinning project?" 

"I would suggest, and I will move, that the county put $3,000 
into this," Derksen said. 

Councillor Sheila Lockrem was not quick to endorse this 
project. 

"I can not see any economic benefit for the county," she said. 

"I think it's a good idea and they took the initiative to do it on 
their own and I think they should pay for it on their own," 
Lockrem said. 

Reeve Ian Harvie shared Lockrem's concerns. 

"I have concerns about supporting this," Harvie said. "When 
the money is out of pocket to our ratepayers, I can't support it." 

Harvie suggested that the county could contribute flags, pins 
and other county mementoes to the project, instead of dollars. 

Councillor Diane Davies seemed to like the idea and felt that 
the county could endorse $1,000 to the project. 

"We do owe it to the Town of Didsbury to give them some 
support," Davies said. 

After some discussion, county decided to endorse around 
$2,000 to providing a tour of the county to the visiting delegates, 
as well as some county mementoes. 

"That's what I'm suggesting," said Harvie. "Gifts in kind and 
dollars in kind." 

Council will also be requesting a better financial explanation 
of where funding will be going from the twinning committee.

instead of relying on wells. 

"It will make it easier for 
the Town to provide services," 
said Robert Wigg, Planning 
and Development Officer for 
the Town. 

Residents of the Estates are 
concerned with this idea be¬ 
cause it will change the aes¬ 
thetics of the subdivision, as 
well as the proximity of the 
land to an old dump site. 

Larry Mierendorf, a present 
landowner in the Estates, ad¬ 
dressed council. 

"I do not believe it is com¬ 
plementary to the large acre¬ 
ages already in place to have 
the west side of the creek turned 
into a much higher density 
subdivision. If this application 
is approved, the five acreages 
present will become an island 
by themselves, completely out 
of place with their valley neigh¬ 
bours," Mierendorf said. 

He also spoke of the in¬ 
creased traffic that would oc¬ 
cur with having over 100 
homes in the subdivision. 

"At the present time there 
are no R-l lots in the Rosebud 
Creek Valley. The valley's 
character has to do with acre¬ 
ages, grasslands and animals 
in a naturally cohesive envi¬ 
ronment. If left to acreages, 
this area will become an asset 
to the town, offering a diver¬ 
sity of residential housing," he 
said. 

Jeff Feeg, a business owner 
along Highway 582, across 
from the Estates, is also con¬ 
cerned with the proposed re¬ 
designation. 

Feeg's concerns focus on the 
increased traffic that High¬ 
way 582 would see if the rede¬ 
signation occurred. 

"This bypass road is already 
busy with vehicle and truck 
traffic heading west of Dids¬ 


bury to and from the 
Harmattan Gas Plant, Shell 
Shantz, Champion Hay Proc¬ 
essors, and increasing num¬ 
bers of rural residents living 
west of Didsbury," Feeg said. 

"When you add the number 
of additional trucks and com¬ 
mercial vehicles servicing the 
new proposed industrial sub¬ 
division and adobe plant, I 
believe this will cause an even 
greater safety hazard for po¬ 
tential residents living in the 
proposed subdivision." 

Feeg feels that council 
should look more closely at 
the traffic on Highway 582 
before making a decision. 

"I am not against planned 
development, as long as all 
present and future needs, haz¬ 
ards and potential problems 
and concerns are properly ad¬ 
dressed. I just think there are 
other undeveloped pieces of 
land around Didsbury, pres¬ 
ently beside other residential 
development, that would be 
better suited for this type of 
development," Feeg said. 

The present land owner, Jill 
Tuggle, was also in attend¬ 


ance at last week's hearing. 

"Something that we want to 
maintain is cooperation with 
everyone," she said. 

Tuggle says that she and 
her husband are trying to take 
everyone into consideration 
with making their decisions. 

Randy Gibson, a developer 
who is working on behalf of 
the Tuggle's, also spoke to 
council. 

He said that the issue of the 
old dump site has been a big 
one for the residents, but that 
testing has been done to the 
groundwater and no contami¬ 
nation has been found. 

He also said that the idea of 
piped water and sanitary sewer 
lines are the main issue. 

"Our intention here is to 
minimize, as much as possi¬ 
ble, the impact on the Rosebud 
Watershed," he said. 

Wigg made his recommen¬ 
dation to council, that they 
support the proposed by-law. 

Third and final reading of 
By-law 00-02 was granted at 
the regular town council meet¬ 
ing following the public hear¬ 
ing.

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OKCS hosts Open House

The lazy, hazy days of sum¬ 
mer may still he months away, 
but if you have school-age chil¬ 
dren, it's never too early - or too 
late - to consider where your 
child will be attending classes 
next fall. 

With that in mind. Olds 
Koinonia Christian School is 
opening its classroom doors to 
the public Tuesday April 11 from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m. for their annual 
Open House Day. Meeting the 
teachers, touring the campus and 
getting a first-hand look at OKCS' 
academics in action are just some 
of the benefits of attending the 
Open House, says Principal 
Garry Anderson. "Walking into 
OKCS, you would find that it 
looks much like many other 
schools," he said. "You have to 
look closer to see the difference." 

The day begins at Olds 
Koinonia with Bible reading and 
prayer - by students, not just 
teachers, says Mr. Anderson. 
"Normal classes in all subjects 
are taught using Alberta Pro¬ 
grams of Study, but with the 
acknowledged and stated point 
of view that God is the center of 
it all and that the bible - where it 
addresses the subject - is au¬ 
thoritative." 


All grades from Kindergarten 
to grade 12 are taught at OKCS 
and include an exciting junior 
and high school program of sports, 
drama, music, plus elective and 
optional courses such as Span¬ 
ish, Psychology, sign language, 
marksmanship, home econom¬ 
ics and hockey, just to name a 
few. 

Although labelled as a "pri¬ 
vate" or "independent" school, 
Principal Anderson finds these 
descriptions of Olds Koinonia 
restrictive. 

"While we are run independ¬ 
ently of large public school boards, 
we are governed by an elected 
board chosen from among the 
families whose children attend 
the school or from community 
people who believe strongly in 
what we do. "Private" is not a 
good word to describe us because 
we are very public about every¬ 
thing we do - financially, aca¬ 
demically etc. - and we exist to 
serve the public and for the pub¬ 
lic good." 

When considering students 
spend an average six hour day, 
10 months of the year participat¬ 
ing in class or hanging out with 
fellow schoolmates, deciding on 
a school facility is vitally impor¬ 
tant, says OKCS staff. 


"Choosing a school for your 
child which reflects the attitudes 
;ind atmosphere of your home is 
an important foundation in de¬ 
veloping a strong family rela¬ 
tionship," says Senior High Vice- 
Principal Paul Casurella. 

"Here, I see happy kids! They're 
a total package - kids who are 
free to be kids! At OKCS, they 
have a lot of positive peer pres¬ 
sure, where doing the good thing, 
the right thing, is the "in" thing." 

Olds Koinonia Christian 
School is located one mile east of 
Hwy 2A on the Amerada Road 
and a half-a-mile north; or five 
miles north of the Didsbury 4- 
way stop; or 4 miles south of 
Hwy 27. Their developing cam¬ 
pus consists of four buildings on 
14 acres of land. Bus service to 
outlying communities is used by 
about 60 percent of OKCS’ 250 
students. For those unable to 
attend the Open House but are 
interested in hearing more about 
OKCS, the school is hosting their 
11 annual Spring Fund-Raising 
Banquet on April 1 at the Car- 
stairs Community Hall. For fur¬ 
ther information, the public is 
invited to call the school office at 
556-4038; or visit their website 
at www.telusplanet.net/public/ 
okes.

Huckleberry Finn. Some of them 
are by more modern authors, 
such as Canada's own Robert 
Munsch or Madeline L'Engle, 
Judy Blume, and author of the 
Harry Potter series, P.K. 
Rowling. Some appear innocu¬ 
ous to some of us, but have 
offended some one; many take a 
strong stand on an issue; and 
some simply carry within them 
the prejudices of the times in 
which they were written.

You may choose not to read any 
one of them yourself, or to your 
children, but in Canada, you 
have the right to make that 
choice. 

That is what Freedom to Read 
is all about.

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Yesterday we brought the cows into the Maternity yard 
because the calves will start arriving soon. I saw our lone 
resident Squirrel this morning and Magpies are flitting 
across the garden carrying 2 foot long sticks into a messy 
nest in the spruce trees. A pair of Downy Woodpeckers keep 
meeting at the bird feeder. So far they act as if it's a 
coincidence but I think romance is afoot. Last weekend our 
daughter brought us a pot of crocus and some packages of 
flower seeds, Lupins in yellow, purple, orange, red, white, 
pink and blue, Sunflowers in golds, reds and browns, Ruby 
Moon Hyacinth Bean to sow with the Canary Bird Vine and 
Opium Blue Poppies. Days are getting longer. Spring is in 
the air. 

If there is any doubt about the coming season just check 
the mailbox. The Seed catalogues are here and Hope 
Springs Eternal. Catalogue radishes are as red and perfect 
as Christmas tree ornaments, no dirt, no worms, all 
uniformly sized and perfectly shaped. The corn fairly 
gleams in its golden perfection, cars a foot long and filled 
to the tip. No white butterflies flutter over the cauliflower, 
all the pumpkins are as big as washtubs and parsnips are 
as long and large as Percheron's leg. Last year my corn, 
pumpkins, squash and Dahlias were total failures and 7 
parsnips came up from a whole package of seed. Because it 
was such a small crop I put off digging them and when 
Ralph worked the garden he accidentally plowed them 
under. 

We had the Olson Reunion here last summer and wanted 
the yard to be especially nice. By the first of March I was 
making lists. I had been given Lois Hole's gardening Books 
for Christmas and Birthday and she became my guru, her 
books my authority. I made charts, planned blending 
colours, measured beds so that I knew exactly how many 
plants I needed and studied Lois Hole's recommendations. 

A cook with any brains does not try a new recipe when 
she is having guests. A gardener with any brains does not 
fill her yard with new and untried plants when she is 
having a party. Lois Hole lives near Edmonton where 
nights are warm and frost free days are plentiful. I live in 
the foothills where nights are cold, frost can come at any 
time, and hail lurks in every thunderhead. Here are some 
of the plants I tried and wish I had not. Bear in mind that 
last summer was unusually cold, we had frost on July 15 
and 16 and we had hail in varying degrees 4 times. Even 
Lois Hole may have had trouble last summer. 

Nierembergia, (Purple Robe) she said.... "These plants 
do well in extreme weather, heat and drought, wind and 
rain, cold temperatures. A bushy mound covered in masses 
of tiny cup shaped flowers, a neat dense mat that spreads 
to twice its height" ....I waited for the masses of cup shaped 
flowers. It never happened. Oh once in a while there would 
be a purple spot or 2 but all in all purple robe was a green 
flop. Never again. 

Heliotrope, she said ..."Heliotrope is worth the search 
because it is one of the most fragrant annuals, intensely 
purple with a strong vanilla scent one of the most 

UNdemanding annuals" .It hates cold weather, freezes 

very easily and was full of bugs. 

Browallia, she said ... "A striking rounded bush liberally 
sprinkled with bluebell like flowers that cascade evenly 
from all sides." ....A total waste of time. Finally bloomed a 
bit, in the house, in October. 

Torenia, she said ...."A real gem for shaded locations 
where few other flowers will grow." ....Sad and droopy, pale 
and sick. 

Nolana, she said ...."Plants grow in dry or wet, sun or 
shade, even in gravel, good for windy balconies." ....stringy, 
pale, and droopy, hates heavy soil. 

To be fair there were some new plants I did like, some of 
them were, Verbena, Lantana, Malva, Tagets, Bacope and 
Brachycome. I will use these again but mostly I will stick 
with the tried and true, lots of petunias, dusty miller, 
alyssum, snaps, sweetpeas, marigolds, lobelia, nasturti¬ 
ums, geraniums, pansies. I'll try Dahlias again because I 
love them so, and probably one or two new things. The days 
are getting longer. Hope Springs Eternal!

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Health care is the number' 
one concern of Albertans. 




Alberta is introducing legislation that protects Alberta's publicly 
funded health system and regulates private surgical clinics. 





Albertans have asked us: 


Why does Alberta need this new policy? 

Right now, Alberta has no authority to regulate clinics 
which can do surgeries requiring an overnight stay. 

With the new legislation, the government will be able to 
control, restrict and even prohibit private surgical clinics. 
Private hospitals will be banned and two-tier, American- 
style health care won't be possible. 

How will this help reduce waiting lists? 

Right now, emergencies and more urgent health problems 
can fill hospital beds and lead to canceled surgeries. 
Performing some surgeries in clinics could free up 
operating rooms and beds for people needing sophisticated 
diagnostic equipment and intensive care. As well, a 
specialized clinic can be more efficient, and improve 


Where is the proof that this will be cost-effective? 

Contractors will have to show that Albertans will benefit 
before they get approved, either by being more 
cost-effective, efficient or by increasing access to 
services. Contract details will be made public. 


Will I have to pay for the insured medical services 
I receive now? 

No. The publicly funded health system will still pay for 
insured medical services, just as it does now. Paying to 
get to the front of the line will be illegal. Clinics will not be 
allowed to charge Albertans for surgical services covered 
by the Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan. And nobody 
would be allowed to pay to get faster service. 


Won't people be pressured to pay for unnecessary 
services or for extras in these clinics? 

No. It is already against the law in Alberta to charge for 
insured services and this will be strictly enforced. The 
new legislation will also make it illegal to pressure people 
to buy unnecessary services. People can buy some 
extras now in the public health system - whether it's a 
lightweight cast or a private room - and those options 
will continue. 

Why not put more money in the public system and 
open more beds? 

We're spending about $600 million more on health than 
last year and funding will increase again in the 2000-2001 
budget. Health authorities can use the new dollars to open 
beds, and many have. Under the new legislation, health 
authorities would have the option to contract out some 
surgeries, if they can show that it will help them do a 
better job of providing health services in their region.

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. 

QUESTION: My wife and I are approaching our retirement 
years and we have been very blessed financially. We own several 
large businesses and will have a sizable estate to pass on to our 
three children. How do you feel about leaving large amounts of 
money to the next generation? Is there a right and wrong way 
to do it? 

DR. DOBSON: My views on that subject may not be what 
you want to hear, but I can tell you only what I've observed and 
what I firmly believe. I'm convinced that it is very dangerous to 
give large amounts of money to kids who haven't earned it. 

A sociological study published some time ago, called "Rich 
Kids," validated the concerns I have observed. The authors of 
that study concluded that large trust funds are usually destruc¬ 
tive to those who inherit them. The case studies they cited were 
convincing. 

Human history also confirms the dangerous influence of 
money. Men and women have lusted for it, killed for it, died for 
it and gone to hell for it. Money has come between the best of 
friends and brought down the proud and mighty. And alas, it 
has torn millions of marriages limb from limb! 

It's also been my observation that nothing will divide 
siblings more quickly than money. Giving them a large inher¬ 
itance increases the probability of tension and disharmony 
within a family. Your sons and daughters will fight over control 
of your businesses, and they'll resent those who are designated 
as decision-makers. Some of them will lose their motivation to 
be responsible and will experiment with various addictive 
behaviors, from gambling to alcoholism. 

There are exceptions to these negative consequences, of 
course, and some people do handle wealth and power gracefully. 
But it is a difficult assignment at best and one that requires the 
greatest maturity and self-control. 

The question to ask is whether leaving large amounts of 
money to your offspring is worth the risk it imposes on those 
you love. You must decide if you want to remove from your 
children the challenges that helped you succeed - the obligation 
to work hard, live frugally, save, build and produce by the sweat 
of your brow. Do you feel right about replacing that need for 
discipline and industry with a ready-made empire that can be 
mishandled or squandered? 

Please understand that I know this view is unconventional. 
One of the reasons people work so hard is so their children 
won't have to. They love their kids immeasurably and want to 
make things easier for them. Further, they've invested a 
lifetime in the development of a business and the accumulation 
of wealth. Are they now going to sell it and walk away? That's 
an unpleasant prospect for any parent. 

I can't make that decision for others, of course. My obliga¬ 
tion is simply to present the issue as I see it. And in my 
experience, the inheritance of wealth is threatening to family 
relationships, self-discipline, spiritual commitment and re¬ 
sponsible living. Passing on wealth should be done only with 
great care, years of preparation and much prayer.

Yesterday's announce¬ 
ment of a $400 million

berta producers. Wild Rose 
Agricultural Producer

All yields are taken as 
hay yields. 

Information in the 
factsheet may be useful 
to producers as an indi¬ 
cator of potential yield 
differences between va¬ 
rieties.

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Guilty as charged

Suspended for the remainder of the season including playoffs, is exactly what 
Boston Bruins' defenceman Marty McSorley deserved. He deliberately struck 
Vancouver Canucks' tough guy Donald Brashear on the side of the head with his 
hockey stick. And that is not acceptable in any sport at any level. 

Although, 1 want to make one thing clear, I firmly believe that Brashear did not 
directly receive a concussion because of McSorley. Lots of players have been hit 
with sticks, pucks and fists with that kind of force before. However, due to wearing 
his helmet and chin strap much too loose, Brashear's helmet was falling off before 
his head even hit the ice. It was the impact of his head hitting the ice that knocked 
him unconscious. Now I am not saying that Brashear was auditioning for a job on 
Broadway when he fell down, but it certainly didn't appear that he really tried to 
stay on his feet or even brace his fall after being struck. Because of how Brashear 
looked going down was most likely the determining factor on the severity of 
McSorley's suspension. Had Brashear not suffered the consequences he did after 
being hit, the ruling may have been less harsh. In the end though, McSorley got 
what he should have - the stiffest suspension in the history of the National Hockey 
League. But he shouldn't be getting all the blame in Brashear's concussion. If 
Brashear had worn the proper equipment the right way, he would probably still be 
in Vancouver's line-up.
